THE FIRE AT LEEDS. 


A Singular and Unusually Destruc- 


tive Conflagration. 


ABSOLUTELY PURE 


F1REIEN m VOTER ALIKE USELESS, 


Owing to the Inflammable Nature of 


the Materials Burned—A Graphic 


Description of the Scene— 


An Awful Death. 


, Jan. 14.—The great flr« at 


Leeds yesterday is said by those who 
witnessed it to have furnished a most 
remarkable spectacle. 
The railway 


station beneath which the fire started 
was jointly owned by.the Midland, the 
Northeastern, Northwestern and Shcf- 
Jeld and Lincoln companies, and was 
built upon stupendous arches adjoining 
the canalized Elver Aire. The spaces 
in the arches were rented for ware- 
bouses 
Tn oue of these warehouses- 


Watson's stores—yesterday's fire orijji' 
nated 
The stores contained hundreds 


of tons of the most inflammable com- 
modities—autfar, rosin, tallow, oil, ben- 
zine, tar, etc. Water was powerless to 
extinguish the flames formed by these 
materials, and the efforts of the fire- 
men to control the conflagration were 
futile 


Within two hours the flrt 'had forced 


its way through the roofs of the mass- 
ive arches, and attacked the railway 
station, which covered ten acres of 
fround. The building soon yielded to 
Sh« fury of the flames, and the flre 
spread to adjacent property. The rail- 
way tracks for a considerable distance 
were ruined, and several bridges over 
the Aire and across the arches were 
also destroyed. 
The girders of the 


bridges, warped by the intense heat, 
fell into the river and some of them, 
striking barges moored in the stream, 
sank the latter and their contents, thus 
adding to the loss caused by this singu- 
lar disaster. 


Meanwhlte the masses of boiling 


rosin, talloiv and tar poured into the 
river until it resembled a vast seething 
cauldron. 


When the station building foil in, and 


Mr. Schofielcl was buried in the fiery 
raa.es, his brother, who witnessed the 
awful scene, fainted. 


Traffic on all the railroads centering 


in the station, was stopped for many 
hours. The loss by the firp will, it is 
estimated, exceed £250,000.

A paper here made a half- 
serious reference to the eurrent suspi- 
cion, and Col. McReynokls scouted the 
story as a joke. The fact remains, 
however, that McReynolds has but re- 
cently 
returned from Mexico; that 


while there he conferred with Garza 
and his sympathizers, and to one or 
two intimate friends Jet fall informa- 
tion showing that he was posted on the 
affairs of the revolutionists. 


Mr. McReynolds was brought prom- 


inently before the public not many 
weeks «lnoe in connection 
with a 


•cheme to establish a repuultc In South 
Africa. It Is now said that the coloni- 
zation plan was given out for a blind, 
undercover of which military equip- 
ment was to be purchased, ostensibly 
for the new republic, but in reality for 
the use of the Mexican revolutionists. 
Two Qatling guns are known to have 
been contracted for; but it seems that 
the African scheme was sprung prema- 
turely, or the revolutionary movement 
was delayed too long, and government 
officials becoming suspicions, the con- 
tracts for arms were canceled. How- 
ever, it is rumored that intereting de- 
velopments may bo expected at any 
moment. 


A DEPLORABLR TRAGEDY. 


A Kan oi Unsound Kind Kills Hia Wlf o'« 
PhyBiolnn. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—John Redmond, 
hose daughter Annie was abducted 


two years' ago, and who was afterward 
sent to the Kankakee asylum for in- 
sanity and latter released, shot and in- 
atantly killed Dr. Tlavius M. Wilder, 
yesterday, at. the former'! boarding 
bouse, 2719 South Park avenue. Red- 
mond, who is a man of powerful phy- 
sique, is a blacksmith, and the story of 
ais little daughter's abduction, her 
wanderings and strange experiences, 
occupied public attention for months. 
The loss of his daughter drove Sed- 
mond to drink and finally to insanity. 
Among his alleged hallucination* was 
his statement, openly advanced that 
his wife was unfaithful and that the 
doctor, who was her physician, and 
whom he killed yesterday, was not 
guiltless. The wife claimed that her 
life was in danger, and Redmond was 
•ent to the Kankakee asylum for a 
term, but was afterwards released. 


The doctor was brought to the board- 


Ing house by a telephone message to 
the effect that a man was sick at that 
number 
and 
wanted 
his 
services. 


After his arrest Redmond said he sent 
the false massage and that he shot 
Wilder because he had broken up bis 
home 
Redmond lay in wait for the 


doctor, and as soon as the latter rang 
the house bell the blacksmith jumped 
forward with a cocked revolver in his 
hand and fired several shots. Two bul- 
lett entered the head and one pene- 
trated the body, and with a moan the 
doctor sank on the steps and expired 


Mrs, Wilder, the widow of the mur- 


dered man, is visiting friends at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. Word was sent to her of 
lur husband's death.

Leads to the Ruin and Death of a Brill- 


iant Mind. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—A coronets' in- 


quest iv as held yesterday upon the re- 
mains of LJlick A. Burke, who died 
from hunger and exposure Monday 
evening while being taken to the Har- 
rison-street police station. 
Burke u as 


a brother of Thomas II. Burlce, the un- 
der secretaiy for Ireland, by whom 
Lord Cavendish was assassinated in 
PhaioK park, Dublin, on the evening 
of May 0, 1883 


This fiendish act of conspirators 


caused a tieinendous sensation, as did 
also the conviction of the assassins 
which followed, and the puisuit and 
murder of Informer Carey by O'Don- 
nell, for which the latter was executed 


The unfortunate man who died Mon- 


day night was born of aristocratic 
Irish parents at St. Omer, department 
of 
Pas-de-Calais, France. 
He 
was 


educated at the University of Liege, 
Belgium. During the siege of Paris he 
was one of the army physicians, and 
did much to relieve the wounded within 
the walls of the city. Shortly there- 
after he came to Chicago, remained one 
year and then removed to La Fayette, 
Ind. There he built >up a lucrative 
practice, but 
the execution of 
his 


brother and the death of his wife led 
to drink and he became a slave to 
liquor 


Four years ago he returned to this 


city. He has been employed for two 
years past upon the Le Courier de L'll- 
llnois. He was a man of brilliant at- 
tainments, being a good French, Ger- 
man and English scholar.
